comparing the waste processing service request to the capabilities of the waste 
processing vendors in the service network; and 

selecting a vendor from the service network to fulfill the waste processing service 
request. 



8. Claims 25-26, 30-31, 33-38, 40-42, and 51-52 would be allowable if rewritten to 
include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claim 39 is allowable.
